ABIES NORDMANNIANA - Nordmann Fir - 150 ft. 
Zone 4 

One of the very best firs. Horizontal branches, 

needles dark glossy green above, silvery underneath. 

Thrives in clay loam or poorly drained soils.

ABIES PINSAPO GLAUCA - Blue Spanish Fir 

80 ft. Zone 6 
Attractive tree with dense silvery green foliage that 
is short, wide and fleshy. Regular and symmetrical 
with horizontal stiff branches. Hardy in sheltered 
places as far north as Mass. Thrives on limestone 
soil. 4” pot graft $2.50. 


AUCUBA JAPONICA VARIEGATA - Golddust Tree 
- 15 ft. Zone 7 


Evergreen. Long thick glossy leaves with yellow 
spots; vigorous spreading shrub. Requires shade 
and protection in Phila. area. 
10-12” $2.00; 2%” pot $.60. 


AZALEA GLENDALE BUCCANEER 
Flowers brilliant orange red. 3” pot $1.00. 


AZALEA GLENDALE GLACIER 
Flowers white with faint green tone. 3” pot $1.00. 


AZALEA MOLLIS HYBRIDS - 2-5 ft. Zone 5 
Various shades of yellow to red. 6-10” $.75. 


BERBERIS JULIANAE - Wintergreen Barberry 

6 ft. Zone 5 
Evergreen. Flowers yellow in clusters in May. Blu- 
ish black berries. Brilliant fall color. 3” pot $1.00. 


BERBERIS VERRUCULOSA - Warty Barberry 

4 ft. Zone 5 
Low dense spreading bush with leathery evergreen 
foliage. Bears golden yellow flowers in late May; 
violet black berries in fall. 2” pot $.90. 


CEDRUS ATLANTICA GLAUCA 

Blue Atlas Cedar - 90 ft. Zone 6 
Stately evergreen tree with greyish-blue needles. 
Hardy to northern New Jersey and Long Island. 
8-10” 2%” pot graft $2.50. 


CEDRUS DEODARA - Deodar Cedar - 100 ft. Zone 6 


Desirable cedar; dark bluish green foliage. 
2%” pot $.75. 


CEDRUS LIBANI - Cedar of Lebanon - 90 ft. Zone 5 


Picturesque tree of pyramidal habit. Dark green 
needles, forms cones 3-4” long. Hardiest of the 
cedars.

CHIMONANTHUS PRAECOX (MERATIA) 
Wintersweet - 4 ft. Zone 6 


Bushy deciduous shrub valued for its fragrant yel- 
low flowers blooming in Jan., Feb. 10-12” $.75. 


CLERODENDRON TRICHOTOMUM 

Harlequin Glory-Bower - 20 ft. Zone 6 
Shrub chiefly valued for its fruit which appears in 
autumn as a bright blue berry surrounded by a red 
star-shaped calyx. Flowers are white in August. 
2-3 ft. $2.50. 


CORNUS KOUSA CHINENSIS 
Chinese Kousa Dogwood - 20 ft. Zone 5 


Compact bushy tree. Cream colored pointed bracts, 
blooming after leaves appear in June. Showy red 
fruit. 2%” pot graft 8-12” $2.00. 


CORYLOPSIS SINENSIS - Winterhazel - 15 ft. 
Zone 5 


Fragrant primrose yellow flowers in March. Grace- 
ful tall growing shrub. 12-18” $1.50. 


CORYLOPSIS SPICATA - Spike Winterhazel - 6 ft. 
Zone 5 

Flowers deep yellow. Not as tall as variety sinensis. 

12-15” nicely branched (1 gal can) $2.50. 


COTONEASTER ADPRESSA PRAECOX 


Semi-evergreen; fruit large bright red. Low spread- 
ing form. 214” pot $1.00. 


COTONEASTER HORIZONTALIS PERPUSILLA - 
Rock Spray - 3 ft. Zone 4 


Semi-evergreen. Reddish autumn foliage. Small 
pinkish flowers in June. Bright red berries. 
2%” pot $1.00. 


CUNNINGHAMIA LANCEOLATA - Chinese Fir - 
80 ft. Zone 6 


Forms handsome pyramid with long stiff sharp 
pointed leaves on horizontally spreading branches. 
New growth bluish green. Requires sheltered posi- 
tion in Phila. area. 214” pot $1.00. 


DAVIDIA INVOLUCRATA - Dove Tree - 60 ft. 
Zone 6 


Rare and famous tree. Blooms in June with hanging 
white flower bracts up to 6” long. Pyramidal shape; 
large bright green leaves. 1 ft. $7.50; 2-3 ft. $12.00. 


FRANKLINIA ALATAMAHA - Franklin tree 
30 ft. Zone 5 


Blooms in autumn bearing large white flowers 3” in 
‘diameter with yellow centers. Autumn foliage is 
bright red. 3” pot 6-9” $1.00. 


HAMAMELIS JAPONICA ZUCCARINIANA 
Japanese Witch-hazel - 20 ft. Zone 5 


Flowers greenish yellow in February, March. 
21%” pot graft 8-12” $2.00. 


HAMAMELIS MOLLIS - Chinese Witch-hazel 
20 ft. Zone 5 


Showy large yellow fragrant flowers in Feb., March. 
2%” pot graft 8-12” $2.00. 


KALMIOPSIS LEACHIANA - 1 ft. Zone 6 


Unusual evergreen plant; growth habit dwarf with 
leaves shiny green; bears flower spikes about 12” 
tall in spring covering plant with pink flowers. 
Grows from 8-12” in height spreading by under- 
ground runners and layered branches. Discovered in 
mountains of Southern Oregon and found to be a 
new specie previously unknown anywhere else in the 
world. 8-10” B. & B. budded $8.95. 


MAHONIA BEALETI - Leatherleaf Mahonia 

3-5 ft. Zone 5 
Bushy shrub with bold leathery compound leaves. 
Yellow flowers in spring followed by clusters of blu- 
ish grapelike fruit. Partial shade. 2%4” pot $.75. 


NANDINA DOMESTICA - Heavenly Bamboo 
3-6 ft. Zone 6 


White flowers in summer. Bright red berries in 
fall. 2%” pot $.50. 


Cee ae ARMATUS - Chinese Osmanthus - 
one 7 


Handsome deep green leathery leaves up to 7” long. 
Fragrant white flowers followed by small egg-shaped 
berries. Hardy in Phila. area with protection. 1 
gal. can well branched $2.50. 


OSMANTHUS ILICIFOLIUS - Holly Olive 
6 ft. Zone 6 


Handsome evergreen with lustrous green foliage 
similar to English Holly. Fragrant white flowers in 
July; fruit bluish black. Sun or partial shade. 
8-12” $.95. 


OSMAREA BURKWOODI 


Evergreen shrub with dark glossy green leaves. Fra- 
grant white flowers, compact growth. Needs pro- 
tection and shade. 214” pot $1.50. 


PACHISTIMA CANBYI - 12” Zone 5 


Low evergreen shrub good for rockery. Leaves nar- 
row to 1” long, dark green turning bronze in fall. 
Requires acid soil and shade. 2” pot $.95. 


PHILLYREA DECORA - Lanceleaf Phillyrea 
9 ft. Zone 6 


Large lance shaped evergreen leaves. Requires shel-: 
tered spot in light shade. Flowers in dense axillary 
clusters in April. Bears red and finally purplish 
black berries. 8-12” $1.00; 15-20” (bushy) $2.00. < 


PHOTINA SERRULATA - Chinese Photinia 
36 ft. Zone 6 


Evergreen; dark lustrous green leaves with finely 
toothed margins. Considered desirable for new foli- 
age which is brilliant reddish bronze. Requires pro- 
tection in Phila. area. 12” $1.50. 


PICEA GLAUCA CONICA - Dwarf Alberta Spruce - 
6 ft. Zone 3 


True dwarf spruce. Slow growing with dense light 
green foliage. Forms a little pyramid. 
1 gal. can $3.00. 


PIERIS JAPONICA (ANDROMEDA) 
Lily of the Valley Shrub - 6 ft. Zone 5 


Upright evergreen. White flowers in drooping ra- 
cemes in spring. 8-12” $1.00. 


PIERIS TAIWANENSIS - Formosa Pieris - 6 ft. 
Zone 6 


Evergreen with broad spreading habit. Blooms pro- 
fusely in spring; flowers pure white racemes to 6” 
long. 6-8” $1.50. 


PRUNUS LAUROCERASUS SCHIPKAENSIS .- 
Cherry Laurel - 6 ft. Zone 5 
Vigorous evergreen shrub with dark green leathery 


leaves. White flower spikes in May. 2%” pot $1.00; 
7-10” $2.50. 


PYRACANTHA COCCINEA LALANDI - Firethorn 
- 6 ft. Zone 5 


Dense evergreen shrub with thorns. Orange red ber- 
ries in fall. 2%” pot $.85. 


RHODODENDRON DR. H. C. DRESSELHUYS 
Dark red flowers. 8-10” $2.50. 


RHODODENDRON GOMER WATERER 
White, slightly blushed. 8-10” $2.50. 


SER aha HOOKERIANA HUMILIS - 2 ft. 
one 


Low growing evergreen shrub. Leaves handsome 
dark green; fragrant flowers dainty white. Fruit 
black. Needs shade. 214” pot $.75; 4” pot $1.50. 


SKIMMIA FOREMANNI - Zone 6 


Slow growing shade loving evergreen. Leaves bright 

and glossy. Female form bears clusters of bright 

scarlet berries in fall when pollinated by male. Does 

not require acid soil. Requires shelter in Phila. area.

SKIMMIA JAPONICA - Japanese Skimmia - 4 ft. 
Zone 6 


Shade loving evergreen. Flowers in short clusters 
in April. Both male and female plants required to 
assure berry production. Female form bears bright 
red berries in fall. Requires shade and protected 
location. 6-8” B. & B. mostly budded (male or 
female) $2.50. 


STRANVAESIA DAVIDIANA - Chinese Stranvaesia 
- 20 ft. Zone 6 


Evergreen shrub. Scarlet fruit in fall. Shiny green 
leaves. 12-18” $2.00. 
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
